Civil Service Board Adopts Code of 


Measurements for Applicants— 
Firemen Also Affected 


CHICAGO, Dec. 19. — Chicago policemen 
of the future will not justify caricatures 
representing them as moving mountains 
of flesh. The civil service commission is 
about to adopt a new set of tests, by 
which every ounce of weight beyond that 
proper to the applicant's height will count 
heavily against him at the original en- 
trance examination. Similar rules will gov- 
ern the examinations of aspirants to posi- 
tions in the fire department. 

The new requirements provide that both 
policemen and firemen must measure at 
least 5 feet 7 inches in height. They may 
be as much taller as their other measure- 
ments will justify. 

The following are the ideal figures, ac- 
cording to the standard upon which Secre- 
tary Corcoran will have his selections for 
the fire and police departments:

STABLE FOR WHITE HOUSE. 


Estimate Submitted to Congress for 


New Home for President’s Horses 
POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, 
13845 Pennsylvania Avenne. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.— More money 
is wanted for the maintenance of White 
ouse and its grounds. More than $600,- 
000 has been expended during the last 
two years, but President Roosevelt is 
not quite satisfied with it yet. 
The engineer officer of the army in 
charge of the grounds has submitted to 
Congress an estimate of $60,000 to build 
a stable for the President's horses. 
“The stables at present in use,” says 
Gen. Gillespie, chief of engineers, “are 
wholly inadequate and in no wise cor- 
responding to or commensurate with the 
splendid residence of the President or 
his stable needs. The present stable Is 
a low brick structure, built many years 
ago, and so near the ground as to be 
damp and unhealthy for the horses.“ 
The estimates submitted to Congress 
provide an increase of $3500 to apply to 
the care of the inclosed grounds about 
the White House, $9000 is asked for the 
care and maintenance of the conserva- 
tory and greenhouses of the 
House and $6000 for the erection and 
maintenance of additional greenhouse’ 
to supply the White House with flowers 
and plants.

WILLIAM RANDOLPH HEARST. 


Believes in His Candidacy for the Democratic Nomination 
for the Presidency—Looks at Congress Like a Boy 
With a New Toy, but Is Interested in What Is Going 
On—Develops Enthusiasm for Senator Bailey—In 
Constant Touch With His Newspapers—Knows What 
He Is Doing and Where He Is At.“

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—An overocat 
and siouch hat came diffidently into a little 
all-night dairy luncHroon on Fourteenth 
street, just off Pennsylvania avenue. It 


was half an hour past midnight. The coat | 


was long and cut with a waist, and the 
slouch hat was broad brimmed and hign 
in the crown. They sell coffee in this dairy 
zunch, and put it out in heavy white mugs 
that look like the shaving cups that stand 
in the racks in the barber shops in the 
country towns. It is good coffee. Then they 
have doughnuts and Maryland biscuits 
and egg sandwiches and other food of 
a similar kind, each unit retailing for 5 
conts, except the eggs. 

The overcoat and the slouch hat sank 
into the chair nearest the door. Then the 
hat was tipped back from a smooth- 
shaven, red-cheeked face, the overcoat was 
pulled open, and there stood William Ran- 
dolph Hearst, Who wants to be the Demo- 
cratic candidate for President. 

Mr. Hearst took some ham and eggs and 
some coffee. Then he went across the 
street to the new Willard Hotel and re- 
Ared. 

That was the first public appearance of 
the slouch hat. It is black, with an un- 
dulating rim and a high crown, carelessly 
dented in the middle, a statesman's hat, 
not gaudy nor dictated by fashion, but a 
good, old-fashioned hat that goes with a 
black string tie, a billow of shirt bosom 
and a shiny sleeved frock coat. Since then 
it has hung on its owner's peg in the Dem- 
ocratic cloakroom in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Already it has come to be 
a Hearst landmark. 

Mr. Hearst has been active in Congress 
since the extraordinary session began on 
Nov. 9.

CHICAGO, Dec. . — Through interest of 
the teachings of the Universal Brother-

MONTE CARLO, Dec. 19.—Although there 
has been no sensational play recently this 
year will be the most profitable the ta- 
bles have ever had.

MEANS MUCH TO TERRITORY 


Oklahomans Fear Loss of Schoo] Land 
Through McGuire 
Bill. 

GUTHRIE, O. T., Dec. 19.—According to 
the McGuire separate statehood bill, if it 
eucceeds in passing Congress with its pres- 
ent school land provisions, the territory 
will iose at least 200,000 acres indemnity 
school lands. 

Although the bill has been closely studied 
et this important item has just revealed 
tself. The result is that a great wave 
of indignation is belng raised and a strong 
demand will be made on Mr. MeGuire to 
withdraw at least one clause of the bill. 

Even McGuire's friends see a great dan- 
ger and will intercede to prevent that 
clause from becoming law. hey believe 
the clause was embraced in the origina! bil! 
without its full significance revealing it- 
self to the delegate from Oklahoma. 

According to precedent the territory has 
been allowed to select other lands, any 
place in the territory where all lands had 
not yet been taken, in lieu of school lands 
lost to the territory by the reservation dy 
the government of Indian lands, pasture 
reserves, military lands and other national 
tracts. In this manner, with the excep- 
tion of a few odds and ends scattered 
throughout the territory, indemnity lands 
have been selected for all such lands Jost 
to the territory. ' 
Section 7 of the McGutre bill closes thus: 


“And sections 16 and 36 embraced in 
manent reservations for national purposes, 
o subject “the

shall not at any time b 
grant or to the indemnity provisions. 
this act; nor shall anv lands embraced in 
Indian, military or other reservations of 
any character be subject to the grants or 
to the indemnity prov'sions of this act un- 
til the reservations shall have been extin- 
ished and such lands be restored to and 
come a part of the public domain.” 
It is estimated that at least 200.000 acres 
nf indemnity lands wonld thus he tost un- 
der this clause of the statehood bill.

Scientific American. These are the Tala- 
mancans, who inhabit a few square miles 
in the mountains almost midway between 
the two oceans and but a comparatively 
short distance from the Panama railroad, 
though it is much to be doubted if they 
have seen it or are aware of its existence, 

For upward of four centuries the medie- 
val civilization of Spain has surrounded 
them on all sides, but they have neither 
been contaminated by its influence nor ex- 
terminated by its kindness, as was the case 
in Cuba and other Spanish colonies. Their 
language is still their own, and seems to 
have lost little of its original character 


through contact with the execrable mixture 


of English, Spanish and French spoken by 
the lower classes throughout the West In- 
dies and along the Spanish main. Living in 
virtually an unknown region, their solitude 
is seldom broken. The visitor is received 


with the greatest hospitality, and is welcome 


as long as he desires to remain. Their vis- 
its to the outer world are infrequent, rarely 
extending beyond the nearest port, and are 
undertaken only in quest of luxuries, Ex- 
tra fowls and porkers are bartered on these 
occasions for tobacco, gewgaws and ammu- 
nition.

PRIME MINISTER IS SLAVE 


Dissolution of Parliament Wholly in 
the Hands of the Former 
Colonial Secretary

LONDON, Dec. 19.—It depends wholly up- 
on Joseph Chamberlain when parliament 
shall be dissolved. Prime Minister Bal- 
four is merely his political bondslave. If 
the two other elections now pending are 
satisfactory to Mr. Chamberlain he may 
decide on a general election in March. 

Already he is assuming the air of a dic- 
tator. Hitherto it has been the prerogative 
of the sovereign, acting on the advice of 
his responsible ministers, to appoint com- 
missions of inquiry into great political 
problems with a view to legislation. Mr. 
Chamberlain has taken everybody's breath 
away by arrogating this prerogative to 
himself and appointing a commission of 
his own, consisting exclusively of men 
pledged to his policy, to decide to what 
extent protection shall be adopted. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s audacity seems Iiter- 
ally to paralyze this opponents. By ap- 
pointing the commission he kills two birds 
with one stone. It enables him to decline a 
much needed explanation of innumerable 
flaws in his proposals on the ground that 
the whole matter will be decided by the 
commission, which by drawing up @ tariff 
before the general election he will be hold- 
ing out a direct bribe for the support of 
the whole manufacturing class. 

Mr. Chamberlain's hands have been ap- 
preciably strengthened by the return of 
ministerialist for Dulwich and Lexshani, 
even though their majorities have been 
substantially reduced. 

To liberals, blinded by their enthusiasm. 
expected to win one if not both seats, al- 
though both are notoriously dominated by 
the most unchanging of all the conservative 
forces, the city clerk and the business man. 

The result of these contests, had they 
not been discounted by such absurd expec- 
tations, would have been rightly regarded 
as ominous for Chamberlain's chances at 
the general election. Now they are hailed 
as great Chamberlain victories, though 
if the liberals do as well throughout the 
country at the general election it is cal- 
culated that they will win 130 Tory seats. 
If they had won Dulwich and Lewisham it 
would have meant that the Tory party 
might number anything between 50 and 70 
out of 670 members of the next House of 
Commons. 


LIQUOR MADE IN SCHOOL 


Peculiar Chicago Academy Is Defend- 
ant in a Suit for Injunction

CHICAGO, Dec. 19.—A school for the 
education of pupils in secrets of the man- 
ufacture of foreign and domestic cordials, 
liquors and whiskies is defendant in a 


suit for an injunction in the Circuit Court. 
Former City Chemist+ Adolph Gehrmann, 
Dr. W. A. Evans and United States Com- 
missioner A. D. Soloman are charged with 
conducting the school. A cordial company 
of Milan bringing the suit. ‘ 
The academy, the first of its kind in 
America, teaches how to imitate brands 
of liquors. In proof the lawyers show the 
academy's catalogue, in which it is stated 
that pupils are taught how to manufac- 
ture gins, rums, brandies, bitters, cordials 
and specials, such as damiana cordial, 
fernet branca, etc.—in fact, every kind of 
liquor there is on the market, 
‘harles Norton, an instructor, made the 
following statement: 
“Our processes are perfectly legitimate. 
Our policy at all ‘times is to instruct our 
pupils not to use the names or labels of 
these liquors in making them and placing 
them on the market, but if they see fit to 
do it we have no way of preventing them.“

When the story of the Louisina Pur 
chage Exposition is told in the years 
that are to come one woman’s name 
will go in and out the narrative as do 
the colored beads that are woven in the 


work made, by the Indians for our 
neckwear, our belts, our purses and our 
watch fobs in this, the bead season. 

That name will be a man's name, with 
just the title of Mrs. before Mrs. 
Daniel Manning. 

The man who once bore the name was 
a political power. His wife honors his 
memory by using his name always. 

In grammars or rhetorics—or 1s it in 
books of etiquette?—there is a. decree 
about the writing of women's names. 

The name of an unmarried woman is 
written just as it is that of a wife is 
that of her husband, prefaced by Mrs.“; 
that of a widow is “Mrs.” and her own 
Christian name and the surname of her 
husband. 

Long ago I learned that rule, and in 
the ignorance of little girlhood I fan- 
cled that women were glacf when their 
husbands died, in order that they might 
have their own names back. I thought 
Mrs. James This and Mrs. John That 
were too ugly to think about. 

My lights have changed since then, or 
else burned in a different way, for to- 
day I feel pleased that the president of 
the Board of Lady Managers remains 
Mrs. Daniel Manning, rules of gram- 
mars, rhetorics and old etiquette books 
notwithstanding. 

There 15 reason for this talk on names. 
It is to give you a bit of a view of the 
character of Mrs. Manning so that you 
may be judge and jury while I remain 
oniy the giver of testimony.

Who it was that worked out this color 
by the blending of shades I know not. I 
“lo know that it was made for women like 
Mrs. Manning—tall women to whom it 
gives even more height, regal women who 
have worn ermine and stand well garbed 
in such robes—women with glints of gold in 
their hair that can be made to shine. 

The skirt of her velvet gown trained 
much, but it did not drag. The bodice had 
an added softness of chiffon that fell about 


_ her jeweled hands as if it meant to hide 


them. 

Diamonds played hide and week through 
the chiffon about her throat, and a strand 
of pearis used the velvet for a resting 
place, 

Her hat, in which olive green and soft 
whiteness also showed, was made to shade 
her face. Its breadth of brim darkened the 
blue of her eyes, but seemed to add to 
their light. 

Mrs. Mapning's eyes are the kind that 
stav open in order that they may see I 
could not imagine them looking far into 
the distance unseeingly; neither could I 
think of them half closed and dreamy.

They always look, and they always see, 
telling of the energy of their owner.

The hat brim's width was not sufficient 
to hide Mrs. Manning's smile. Her gmile 
is pleasing and sure, but it is not always 
on duty. When things of importance are 
to be determined, Mrs. Manning thinks 
hard and her mouth is set in serious lines. 

But for all e velvet and chiffon and 
dizmonds and pearls and picture hats there 
was one thing more to Mrs. Manning. 

Perhaps you would not count it much— 
only a bow of red ribbon. But none of all 
the women whom Mrs. Manning met at 
that reception wore such a bow. To-her it 
is a treasure which she holds dearer than 
most all else. 
~ Seldom is she ever seen without ft. Al- 
ways it occupies the same place—just above 
her heart. 

It is the decoration of the Legion of 
Honor given her by the French govern- 
ment. 

She represented the United States at the 
Parisian Exposition, and she was appoint- 
ed by President McKinley to be present at 
the unveiling of the statue of Lafayette, 

She loves the French, and she & 
their language softly and daintily as their 
own grande dames\do. 

That Mrs. Manning is an acknowledged 
leader is well known. .She has seyved as 
the national president of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, and to guide 
bodies of women is as easy for her as ty- 
ing a bowknot is for most women. 

Miss Helen Gould, who nominated Mrs. 
Manning for the presidency, spoke of her 
ability as a leader and the confidence re- 
posed in her by the members of the board. 

The presidency of the Board of Lady 
Managers is no ordinary honor. To be the 
choice of women who come from widely 
different sections of the country, and to 
be their unanlmous, choice, is testimony 
stronger than I can give of Mrs. Manning's 
character. 

While the World’s Fair is in progress 
Mrs. Manning will live in St. Louis. She 
has not selected her home as yet, but will 
try to find a pleasing one near the World's 
Fair site. 

She was born in Albany. She has lived 
much in Washington and Europe; but nev- 
er in her life away from home has she 
forgotten her love for. America. At the 
beginning of the Spanish-American war 
she gave evidence of her patriotism by or- 
ganizing 1000 women as a hospital corps. 

She can lead and she can manage. She 
can think out hard problems of World's 
Fair finance in the morning, and wear a 
Parisian gown and smile at receptions in 
the afternoon.

UNLY A FARCE

Finds Russian Authorities Bending 
Their Energies to Suppress Dam- 
ning Evidence of Official Investi- 
gation of Atrocities and to Pervert 
Justice, 


THE REAL RING LEADERS IN 
RIOTS ARE NOT ON TRIAL. 


Counsel of Poor Dummies Arraigned 
Before Court Follow Example of 
Lawyers for the Jews in With- 
drawing From the Case, Seeing No 
Hope of Fair Treatment, but a De- 
termination to Shield Actual Cul- 


prits.

KISHINEFF, Southern Russia, Dec. 16, 

by way of Czernowitz, Austria, Dec. 19.— 
An absurd report has been sent out by 
Russia that the lawyers retained by the 
Jews in the trail of persons arrested, for 
taking part in the massacre haye with- 
drawn from the case because they have be- 
come convinced that the court is rigidly 
impartial and is so bent upon seeing jus- 
tice done that their services are no longer 
required. 

The truth, as has been ascertained by the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, now here 
closely watching the trial, is that the 
judges are so grossly partial and partisan 
every one of the Jewish copnsel has thrown 
up his brief in despair, being convinced that 
it will be impossible to get either justice or 
a fair trial. 

The witnesses for the Jews were allowed 
to testify only concerning the money losses 
suffered and were PEHREMPTORILY 
CHECKED BY TIE COURT WHEN 
THEIR - EVIDENCE DBALT WITH THE 
CHARACTER OF THE ATROCITIES, OR, 
ABOVE ALL POINTED TO THE GUILT 
OF THE REAL RINGLEBADERS AND 
PROMOTERS OF THE OUTBRBAK, 
NONE OF WHOM WERE IN THE PRIS- 
ONPERS’ DOCK. 

Several of the principal lawyers defend- 
ing the poor, deluded wretches who have 
been arraigned have also retired from the 
case. They did so because the court de- 
voted itself exclusively to convicting their 
clients and ruled out all evidence tending to 


transfer the gullt to the proper shouiders. | 


An appeal is being prepared to the Sen- 
ate for a new trial and for the arraign- 
ment of the real offenders. But the only 
hope of success lies in the fact that the 
(zar's atention may have been drawn to 
the shocking travesty on justice being en- 
acted here by the withdrawal of the coun- 
sel for both sides, while the Jewish wit- 
nesses are rigorously restricted in the 
scope of thelr testimony. 

The official witnesses are alolwed to in- 
troduce every kind or irrevelance calou- 
lated to foment anti-Jewish prejudices and 
to dispel the suspicion that the riots were 
officially organized.

By the election of Hon. Carroll D. 
Wright, national labor commissioner, as its 
president, the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science has recognized in 
a@ practical way the increasing public in- 
terest in scientific research. 

The sections of the association that will 
meet in St. Louis during Convocation week, 
during the Worlds Fair, are: The Asso- 
ciation of Economic Entomologists, the As- 
sociation of Plant and Animal Breeders, 
the Society of Horticultural Science, the 
Science for the Promotion of Agricultural 
Science and the American Microscopical 
Society. 

Besides these, the association has a sec- 
tion devoted to social and economic sei- 
ence, of which Judge Simon E. Baldwin of 
New Haven is chairman and J. F. Crom- 
well of the bureau of Statistics at Wash- 
ington is secretary; and a section of me- 
chanical science and engineering, of which 
Prof. C. M. Woodward of Washington Uni- 
versity is chairman and Prof. W. T. Ma- 
gruder of Ohio University is secretary. 

The Association of Economic Entomolo- 
gists was organized at Toronto in 1889. 
Prof. Riley was its first president. It now 
has 166 members. The officers for the St. 


Louis meeting are: Prof, M. V. Slinger- 
land of Cornell University, president, and 
A. P. Burgess of Columbus, O., secretary. 

The Plant and Animal Breeders’ Associa- 
tion is a new body, the organization of 
which will be perfected at the coming 
meeting. Its purpose is to interest biolo- 
gists, horticulturists, agriculturists and 
stockmen in the study of heredity. Prof 
W. N. Hayes of the Agricultural College of 
Minnesota is chairmén of the organization 
committee. : 

The Society for Horticultural Science is 
also a new society. It was organized at 
the recent Boston meeting of the American 
Pomological Society. The president is Prof. 
L. Hi. Balley of Cornell University, and the 
secretary is Prof. 8. A. Beach of the ex- 
periment station at Geneva, N. X. 

The society’ for the Promotion of Agri- 
cultural Science is the oldest body of this 
class in the country. Beginning Dec. 28 
it will hold quarti-centennial meetings 
here. Its development is due largely to the 
efforts of the late E. Lewis turtevant, 
whose herbarium, card index and library, 
the latter including a wealth of old herbals 
and other botanical treatises not to be 
found elsewhere in the United States, are 
now owned by the Missouri Botanica] Gar- 
den. Prof. William Frear of the Pennsyl- 
vania State College is president of the so- 
ciety and Prof. F. M. Webster of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois is secretary. 

The American Microscopical Society was 
organized in 1888 for the encouragement of 
microscopical research.

Paris Marvéled as Cortege of Servants 
and Hounds Followed Body 
of Rothschild.

PARIS, Dec. 19.—Most remarkable of any 
funeral cortege ever seen in Paris was the 
one which followed the remains of Baron 
Arthur de Rothschild to the grave. Bou- 
levardiers in the gay holiday thrangs which 
filled the streets Tuesday were startled by 
the appearance of the cortege. 

First came a lofty carriage, in which were 
the rabbis who officiated at the obsequles. 
Following were 150 bank collectors, wear- 
ing the uniforms of their institutions, Then 
came the hearse, a magnificent vehicle, 
richly draped in black and with tall, nod- 
ding plumes. Behind the hearse, on foot, 
tramped some of the richest men in Eu- 
rope, who had been business associates of 
the late baron. 

It was the next contingent which drew 
the rapt attention of the boulevardiers. 
Rothschilds butler, wearing the short 
breeches and other habilaments of his serv- 
ice, strode pompously at the head of the 
scores of servants composing the retinue of 
the Rothschild house. An empty coupe 
drawn by the baron’s favorite horse led 
the next division, in which the late baron’s 
hunting service was represented. Files of 
retainers, many of whom held one or more 
hounds in leash, which occasionally broke 
the silence of the co’ ege by their baying, 
were kept in line b., the masters of the 
hunt. 

Bringing up the rear of the procession 
was the favorite automobile of the late 
baron. The lanterns were lighted, but none 
except he chauffeur rode in the oar. It 
puffed fitfully as the chauffeur halted and 
went ahead intermittently to keep in line 
with the slow-moving cortege. 

The procession passed through the streets 
of Paris to Pere La Chaise, where the body 
was buried.

BODIES OF RICH MEN ARE 
SMUGGLED TO GRAVE YARDS

Officers’ Clubs Strike Sympathizers 
Who Attack Undertaker—Even 
Dead Union Men Get No Considera- 
tion, Their Bodies Being Hauled in 


Express Wagons.

CHICAGO, IIL, Dec. 19.—The attempt of 
an obscure branch of union labor to enforce 
demands on employers resulted in riots 
in churches and over the bodies of unbur- 
ied dead today. 

Eighty funerals were held up” and many 
scheduled to take place were postponed. 

The strike of livery drivers has devel- 
oped a condition in Chicago more outrag- 
eous than any yet experienced. 

It was necessary for hundreds of police- 
men to guard the dead and the few driv- 
ers in service. 

Dr. O. W. Lewke, a coroner’s physician, 
rode on the seat of an undertaker’s wagon, 
armed with two revolvers, while he direct- 
ed the driver seated beside himuo proceed 
on to the cemetery. 

The body of the physician's wife was in 
the wagon. A hearse could not be ob- 
tained. 

With the husband stemding guard over 
the body and relatives riding on street cars 
the burial was accomplished. 

When the start was made Assistant Chief 
of Police Schuetler and W policemen ar- 
rived on the scene. They marched beside 
the dead wagon’’ for two miles. Five po- 
licemen accompanied the physician to the 
cemetery. 

Pickets for the strikers invaded churches, 
ignored the ordinary respect paid to mourn- 
ers and forced insults upon hundreds o 
persons by making it impossible to secure 
funeral vehicles. 


Many to Work, but | 
Violence Is Feared. 


TAvery stable owners and undortakers sey 
they can secure all the men they need to 
fill the places of the strikers, but dare not 
send out their vehicles for fear of violence 
and riot. Besides the interference with 
funerals, the strike has tied up all private 
ambulances and doctom’ vehicles, and 
great suffering has already resulted. 

A. B. Perrigo, 2973 State street, who has 
an ambulance service, said today that pick- 
ets have surrounded his place and pre- 
vented his answering calls for relief of 
those needing surgical and medical at- 
tendance. 

Rich and poor alike are affected by the 
strike. Money can not engage public car- 
riages or hearges.

Three minutes after he had bade good- 
night to his young wife and told her that 
he would go home with her today, Harry 
Williamson, a patient at the City Hos- 
pital, where he had been saved from the 
death he courted by carbolic acid, jumped 
from a third-story window to a. pile of 
bricks and gtones on the ground 60 feet 
below. It ts Wot believed that he can re- 
cover, 

Both of Williamson's ankles were shat- 
tered in compound fractures, and two long 


and deep gashes were inflicted on his fore- | 
head. On the operating table he sank into 


an epileptic spasm, and at midnight his 
condition was critical, | 

A pass for Williamson's release from the 
hospital at 9 o’clock this morning had al- 
ready been written. 

Out of work for a month, out of money, 
and with his board bill due, Williamson 
walked to the World’s Fair grounds from 
his home at 2677 Ohio avenue Thursday 
afternoon. At the Exposition he found no 
work. His last hope gone, he drank an 
ounce of carbulic acid and lay down to die. 

A mounted policeman discovered him, 
threw the writhing body over his saddle 
and rode with him on a mad gallop to fhe 
Exposition’s emergency hospital. From 
there he was removed to the City Hospital, 
Where treatment proved successful. 

Mrs. Williamson, his wife of two years, 
called Friday and again last evening to 
her husband, endeavoring to cheer 
him by talking of a brighter future. She 
left him at 8:15 o’clock. he walking to the 
head of the Stairway with her. There her 
last words were words of cheer. She said 
she would be at the hospital to go home 
with him in the morning. 

As his wife went down the Stairs Wil- 
llamson turned and walked along the lit- 
tle corridor which runs the length of Ward 
9, the division for convalescent patients 
In ‘this d there are no regular attend- 
ants; patients’ who are convalescent be- 
ing detailed to care for jhe others. The 
corridor was empty, save for Williamson. 

On the court side of the corridor are 
several windows. All of these Williamson 
passed by. The west or Eighteenth street 
end of the corridor is partitioned off by 1 
curtain, behind which are benches where

of Colombia would regret."’ 


$10,000,000 Could 
Secure Ratification. 


On June 10 Mr. Beaupre wrote that a de- 
eided effort was being made to change 
public opinion into a more favorable con- 
sideration of the treaty. Mr. Beaupre said 
he had been informed by Mr. Mancini, 
agent at Bogota of the Panama Canal Co. 
that he had been told ratification could be 
secured by payment of $10,000,000 from the 
canal company to the Colombian govern- 
ment. 

On July 5 Mr. Beaupre sent the following 
confidential telegram to Secretary Hay: 

Have received information privately 
that a paraphrase of your cipher telegram 
on- June 9 was received in the Senate 
secret session; created sensation. on- 
strued by many as a threat of direct re- 

tallation against Colombia in case treaty 
is not ratified. This and the statement of 
ust arrived members of Congress from 
anama that this government would re- 
volt if the treaty is not ratified, caused 
alarm and the effect is favorable.“ 
Minsiter Beaupre telegraphed Secretary 
Hay July 9 that he had been informed by 
a prominent Colombian that the treat 
could not be ratified without two amend- 
ments, one N the price to be 1d 
to Colombia hy the United States to 316,- 
000,000 and another requiring the payment 
f $10,000,000 to Colombia by the Panama 
Canal Co. A reply to this was sent by 
Secretary Hay that neither of the pro- 
posed amendments would stand any chance 
of acceptance by the United States Senate. 
In à later dispatch, Secretary Hay in- 
formed Mr. Beaupre regarding the pro- 
posed amendments: 

“The President would not submit to our 
enate any amendments in that sense, but 
would treat it as violati the negotiations 
and bringing about a failure to conclude 
a satisfactory treaty with Colombia.” 

Under date of Sept. 10, Mr. Beaupre 
cabled that the report of tho committee 
had not yet been discussed in the Sen- 
ate. He added:

Panama’s Governor. 

“Fierce attack today in the Senate upon 
the appointment of Obaldia us Governor 
of Panama. The appointment is regarded 
as being the forerunner of separation. Of 
several] senators who — only the son of 
the President defended the action of the 
government.

In a letter which followed this «able mes- 
sage, Mr. Beaupre commented on the sepa-

This alarm, he 
gaid, was voiced in the senate on the day 
revious. On Oct. 22, Secretary Hay cabled 

r. Beaupre: 

“If hy find disposition on the part of 
Colombia to ask terms more favorable to 
Colombia than those heretofore negotiated 
= may intimate orally but not in writing 
hat it will be useless to send a special en- 
voy.”’ 

Pinal adjournment of the Colombian Con- 
ress on Oct. 31 was duly feported by Mr. 
aupre On that date with comment that 
nothing had n done except a vote of re- 
jection of the treaty of Aug. 12. e report- 
ed great anxiety over the conflicting re- 
ports of secession in the Cavta and Panama 
departments.

ALL INDUSTRIES PROSPEROUS 


The Southern Ports Are Now Chal- 
lenging Those of the North for 
Supremacy in Exports 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—The leading edi- 
torial of the December supplement of the 
Manual of Statistics, Just issued, says 
concerning the prosperity of the South: 

„In any consideration of the outlook for 
future business in this country, sight 
should not be lost of tne wonderfully 
strong position of the South today as com- 
pared with, say, ten years ago, when the 
gituation was much less promising than it 
is now. Then a long period ov depression 
in farm products and in manufactured 
goods had already begun. Today the po- 
gition and outlook is radically du flerent. 

„One must go back many years to @ time 
when the cotton production was less than 
half that of today to find a sustained level 
of prices of the South's greatest staple 
production approaching that now and for 
gome months past ruling. It is not only 
in the matter of cotton prices that the 
South mas been favored this year. The 
corn crop has never been equalled, and al- 
though the South never yet has produced 
enough to feed itself, the position as re- 
gards the South's greatest food crop has 


never been better. 

“In manufacturing industry, too, the 
South is far ahead of any previous year. 
There is no disguising the fact that the 
South today can beat the world in the pro- 
duction of the cheeaer grades of cotton 
oods. The cotton mills, located practically 

the cotton fields, have an advantage 
which only the most scrupulous economy 
and the most modern machinery can hope 
to balance. Practically the entire increase 
in American cotton consumption in the 

ast fifteen years has taken place in the 
outh, 

“In fron production it is admitted that, 
for certain qualities at a certain price, the 
South has no equal n the world. The weak- 
ness in Southern iron, which has beeh a 
disturbing element in the entire trade, has, 

ter all, not been greater than in the 
eading grades of northern irons. One spe- 
cial “source of weakness in the southern 
fron trade has been the absence of diversi- 

cation. In other words, the South has 

n giving all its attention to producing 
crude forms. This condition, however, is 
changing. Today southern steel for build- 
ing cars for use on southern railways is 
being produced at Birmingham, a place 
where nature has lavished its resources of 
fron, coal and Mmestone to an extent no- 
Where else approached. 

“The great surplus stocks of timber to- 
day are located in the South and the by- 
products of the southern forests in the 
shape of tar, rosin and turpentine are sell- 
ing at prices which show no signs of ever 
returning to their old low levels. South- 
ern fruit and vegetables hold the fleld 
art of the year. 

“It is not surprising, then, that the 
South, with its great reserve powers and 
natural wealth, shows few signs of the 
we ess which is reported in other sec- 
tions. The leading southern ports are to- 
day challenging those of the North for 
supremacy In export trade, and the pros- 
pect of isthmian canal construction leads 

the creation of dreams of maritime gu- 

emacy which perhaps have a much more 

bstantial. basis than have  ordir&{ry

Tracing the movements of the courts in 
the Kratz case aften led the St. Louis of- 
ficers along rough and devious roads, some- 
times in darkness as well as in daylight. 
This ig meant literally. For instance, in- 
stead of reading the court’s decision in 
their favor in an extra“ they got it in the 
following manner: 

A rumor crept out about the Ameritan 
Club one evening that the district juge 
had made a ruling adverse to Kratz. if 
they had been in the United States the of- 
ficers would have gone direct to the court 
to find out the facts.

They 
reached it at 9 o’clock, only to be informed 
that they had found the attorney's cousin 
instead of thé attorney. 

They were directed where to go to find 
the attorney. It was a mile and a half over 
a road darker and rougher than that they | 
had just traversed. 

They reached the place at 11 o’clock, and 
the house was dark. The interpreter beat 
on the door first with his fists, then with 
tis toes, Finally he rattled the windows. 
In America he would have been in danger 
of arrest for attempted burglary. 

He continued the attack until at last 
the district attorney appeared at his win- 
dow and, courteous as if he were receiving 
a canventional call, asked what was 
wanted. 

Desmond, through his interpreter, was in- 
formed that the judge had, indeed, made a 
ruling adverse to Kratz. After an inter- 
change of courtesies, the officers plodded 
back over their two or three miles of rough 
road, and, at midnight, filed a message in- 
forming Circuit Attorney Folk of the vic-

Desmond and Dickmann, who admit they 
are not experts on mule culture, believe 
neyertheless that there is work for @ so- 
clety for the prevention of cruelty to muls 
in the republic.

PROHIBITIVE COST 
OF STAGING A PLAY 


Large Initial Expense One of the 
Things That Deters Pro- 
ductions. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.~The luxury and 
extravagance of modern American taste 
is nowhere more thoroughly exemplified 
than in current theatrical presentations. 
Expense, no matter how great, is not 
spared if oniy something new, striking and 
attractive can be found. The days whon a 
pair of flats was supposed to bo sufficient 
to represent a wood or a street have long 
since passed 

The woods of today have solidly bunt trees 
and buildings possess wonderful archi- 
tectural truth. In the matter of costuim- 
ing the same desire to get as near as pos- 
sible to the real or its apparent resemblance 
is noticeable. The costumer of today 
works from plates drawn by an artist who 
makes a specialty of knowing the various 
styles of different historical periods, and 
something very near absolute accuracy ie 
obtained. Where old-fashioned furniture 
and appointments are required, not only 
this country but all Europe is often 
searched. It is said that when David Be- 
lasco was getting ready for the Du Barry 
play he scoured France for articles of that 
time. Some $70,000 is reported to have 
been invested in this production before the 
curtain was raised on the opening night. 

The most expensive stage settings are 
unquestionably those used in England in 
the Drury Lane pantomimes. From 828. 
(00 to $150,000 is annually spent on one of 
these. New Yorkers had an opportunity 
of seeing one of the most famous of these 
secenes, The Palace of Crystal’ in Beau- 
ty and the Beast.” This alone is said to 
have cost $30,000, , 

Next to pantomines, comic operas agd 
musical comedies are generally the most 
expensive. A large chorus must be ex- 
travagantly dressed, and as rule there 
are ree or four changes of costumes. 
From $40,000 to $60,000 is 1 spent 
upon one of these. Even in the pi that 
do not call for these numerous e te of 
feminine beauty, the cost of putting the 
roductions before the public E ont 
o appall the ordinary business man, for 
if the pl ould be a fallure, the cos- 

enery are comparatively 
worthless,

way production, consisting of five or six 
scenes and A great number of costumes, 
was sold only a few w , 
had failed for $700.

Dec. 19.—~Woe to © diligent 
housewives and their mania for house- 
cleanings, for the merging of all the im- 
portant broommakers in the country into 
the long-looked-for broom trust is said to 
be practically completed. With the incor- 
poration of these interests as the National 
Broom Co., capitalized at 313,000,000 
the price of the sweeping utensil is ex- 
pected to go soaring. 

Chgries Locke, a New York promoter, 
who has been at the Auditorium Annex for 
the last month, is the organizer of the 
rumored combination, and it is understood 
that Granger Farwell & Co., Chicago bank- 
ers, will finance the scheme. 

Mr. Locke, it is understood, has been ne- 
gotlating with representatives of the lili- 
nois Broom Co. of Chicago, the 
Merkle-Wlley Broom Co. Tf Paris, 
III., and all the other manufacturers of any 
size in the Middle West. The two com- 
panies named are said to have signed op- 
tions upon their plants. 

The trust will include every 
factory in the Central West and the East. 
The small factories and the brokers will be 
driven out of business, and the farmers win 
have to accept whatever price is offered to 
him for his brush.

marriage of Dowager Queen Margherita to 
an engineer named Tenerani is causing no 
small stir in Rome. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent -has 
made exhaustive persenal inquiries on the 
subject and the following are the full facts 
of the case: 

The alleged bridegroom is widely known, 
being the son of the late Signor Tenéranl, 
a noted sculptor, after whom a street was 
named here. His family is comparatively 
wealthy. 

The Post-Dispateh correspondent called 
at Tenerani’s house and saw one of the 
Misses Tenerani. She was so flushed and 
agitated by the news that she coufd say 
nothing beyond denying the allegation that 
her brother was a young Don Juan. 


HOW ACQUAINTANCE BEGAN 


Instead of being a handsome young man 
of 24 Tenerani is well over 50 years of age. 
He first had the honor of approaching Her 
Majesty in regards to the annual exh'bition 
of fine arts, at which his father had been 
a constant exhibitor. As he belonged to 
the comte, it often was his duty to escort 
Queen Margherita. After that he called at 
the Quirinal and gradually became the dis- 
creet channel through which Her Majesty 
distributed private charities. 

This circumstance began to give rise to 
court gossip, as Tenerani, a handsome man 
of commanding appearance, was admitted 


socially and politically far more important 
were excluded, 

When King Humbert was assassinated the 
bereaved Queen made no secret of the 
comfort she derived from Tenerani's pres- 
ence and ministration. She afterwards de- 
voted most of her time to traveling and 
yachting, when Tenerani was her constant 
companion, although he was invested. with 
no officia] capacity.

QUARRELED WITH GUTCCIOLT 


He was even known to have high words 
with the Queen's gentleman-in-waiting, 
Marquis GuiccioM, who resented his pres- 
ence.

What brought this state of things prom- 
inently before the public of late was 
Queen Margherita's recent voyage to the 
Arctic regions. Tenerani was her compan- 
ion again, and it was more easy for the 
other members of the royal suite to notice 
alleged mrarks of familiarity or affection. 

It is altogether false, however, that 
Queen Margherita, who is 52 years of age, 
intends to contract a morganatic marriage 
with Tenerani. She would not risk the 
popularity she enjoys in Italy for any con- 
sideration. 

Her confessor, Father William Whitmee 
Tallottine, of the fathers of San Sllvestro. 
an Englishman, was interviewed by the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent in regard to 
the rumor and pronounced it a canard 
He thinks the Queen incapable of any such 
step.

“My way is to go to the back door or 
some good hotel and tell somebody there 
that 1 have 10 cents to spend for a meal.

For instance, I wouldn't 
ride in foggy weather or when it was 
snowing without wrapping up. On a trip 
I wear overalls just like a trainman’s and 
isinglass goggles and stuff cotton in my 
ears and put on heavy mittens: scare 
some of tose fellows almost to death when 
I craw! out from between the wheels and 
speak to them. 

“It isn't only 


for warmth, though. I 
can't stand dirt. That's why I seldom eat 
on the train. Usually before starting I 
buy a big meal and wait until 1 get to an- 
other town to eat again.

The ship was laying snug as a duck in the 
water, with a stiff sea on, and the wind 
was blowing a gale, but there wasn't any 
danger. A lot of us were playing cards 
down below all the time we were not work- 
ing. But somebody told the soldiers that 


the ship was sinking. Most of them were 
convalescent, and they had them on cots 
stretched so tight that if they tried to 
turn over they bounced like rubber balls. 

“Well, when that story about the ship 
got about it was pitiful. The crying and 
praying certainly upset me. One great big

An Experience 
in San Francisco 
“When I left that transport I got a place 


as clearer-up at a big department store in 
Frisco. I hadn't seen ten white women in 
a year, and I had to work among about 200 
and I felt scared to death and so clumsy. 
They put me in the millinery department, 
where they pull down the shades and turn 
on electric lights in the daytime, and one 
day I was brushing up when I struck 
against a lady in street costume and a big 
hat. ‘Excuse me,’ I said, without looking 
up. About a dozen girls laughed, and 1 
suw 1 had taken one of those wax figures 
for a person. 

In about two weeks I was made head 
janitor, thanks to my letters of reference, 
and held the job for two months. It was 
good pay, and I could have had it yet; but 
I had to move on. 

1 decided Europe would be the place 
for me, because I had never heard of 
Anierican train jumpers there, and I went. 
I was right, too. I did not come across a 
hobo from the states in all my travels 


over there. In Australia I met plenty of 
Englishmen and Germans, too. But they 
were genuine ‘tramps,’ who always walked 
and never thought of stealing rides. ‘How 
far is it to such and such a place? I asked 
an Englishman in Sydney one day. 

Five days,’ he replied. 

“Five days?’ for it didn't look very far 
away on the map. 

es, five days.’ But I found out later 
he meant on foot. It was simply so easy 
riding free over there that I didn’t take 
as much pleasure in it. 

‘In England it had never been heard of 
before. The second-class passenger cars 
are very uncomfortable for my methods, 
but the first-class, or what corresponds 
with our Pulimans, are even better than at 
home. 

Germany was better, and I saw it thor- 
oughly, going down the Rhine and visiting 
an uncle in Hamburg and taking in all the 
points of interest. That is what I went for. 
Not just to wander abut, but to see 
things. I went up in Scotland to find 
Burns birthplace. And, speaking of that,. 
the tourist said, laughingly, “reminds me 
of the only time I got caught aboard and 
the only time I ever had to walk. 

“I wanted to go from Girvan to Pin- 
wherre—a distance of 13 miles. I had walked 
around the train and was underneath. but 
thought I would try to get in a different 
‘seat’ and came out. As I did this a train- 
man saw me and I knew it was all up. 

Where did you come from? he asked. I 
told him I was going on. He insisted I had 
come in on the last train that reached the 
depot. I said I could proye by the cabbies 
near that 1 handn't, because I asked them 
10 minutes before where that train would 
leave. They remembered me and I was let 
alone.”’ 

Going to Australia, he stayed for a while 
in Adelaide. That was a new woman 
town, all right.

That was the time I visited 
my uncle. I wanted to get over to England 
because the coronation was approaching 
(I failed to see it because, you remember, 
the date was changed afterward), but 
couldn't get work to cross the channel. 80 
I found out how flremen's numbers run, 
took my portmanteau, and went on board 
the ship that was ready to sail from Callas. 
„ Wno're you?’ a man asked me. 
“‘ireman No. 143, I teld him, and he 
said it was all right. We had to put in at 
Cherbourg, France, and I was afraid they 
might land me there. That would have 
meant jail. But the first watch didn't re- 
port until we had sailed. Then I walked 
up and proved one man too many. I told 
the head of the watch that I was a stow- 
away, but was willing to work, and he 
curried me across. ; 

„„I went to Southampton to see Lord 
Kitchener and lan Maclaren arrive from 
South Africa, and then was anxious to get 
home for the harvest—fact. I always try 
to make them. You see, the season lasts 
two months through the Dakotas and Man- 
itoba, and men get $3 a day and board. 
In that wav we get a pocketful of money, 
and 1 generally send most of mine home. 
Ten or fifteen dollars is most 1 need to 
have with me. 1 have d in dank at 
Bicomington now. 

“But about that steamer. I went on ae 
if 1 was one of the crew, and worked 
about the same dodge. They didn’t see me 
until we were a good way out. I had my 
letters, and I was willing to work, and 1 
treated the whole thing as such a joke 
that they let me earn my way, but said 
I would have to go to Hilis Island. I had 
some English clothes I bought in Australia 
and these made me look like a second-class 
passenger. When we landed I mingied 
in with them and went over to the isiand. 
There 1 soon convinced the inspectors 1 
knew more about the United States than 
they ever would, and they let me go. Then 
i ‘stepped over’ to Dakcta and began 
work, 

“The second best run I ever made was 
taken about that time, from Oakland Mole 
to Ogden, Utah. I crawled under the Over- 
land Limited and rode 83 miles with noth- 
ing to eat or drink and with only a broom 
for a seat. I was nearly worn out when I 
got to the depot in Ogden. Usually I carry 
some water and a bit of bread and have a 
board to sit on. This is fastened around my 
body by a rope and moves to accommodate 
me. The trucks are good places, but the 
blind baggage is my favorite. The engineer 
and fireman can see a man from there, but 
they seldom bother, and if they do I simp- 
ly slide under the car and wait awhile be- 
fore coming back again. A brakeman will 
get the conductor to help him, and perhaps 
the negro porter, and I will torment those 
three until they get disgusted and let me 
ride. 

“The trouble with riding underneath is 
that a person can’t see the names of sta-

I asked my- 
self as the bellboy ushered me into Mrs. 
Constance Crawley’s sitting room at the 
Grand Avenue Hotel, and a tall girlish 
woman gracefully glided across the room 
to greet me. She wore a long trailing skirt 
of black cloth, and a waist of white cling- 
ing silk, all billowy with lace, cut low and 
exposing a beautiful, slender neck. Her 
brown hair was parted a little to the side 
and coiled in a loose knot on the back of 
her neck. 

“I am pleased to meet you,” she said in 
a soft, full voice, which was not anlike the 
rich voice which fascinated me when I 
heard “Everyman.”

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The Establishment of the 
Headquarters in St. Louis 
of the Northern Division 
of the U. S. A. Will Mean 
Millions of Dollars to St. 
Louis Commercial Inter- 
ests. 


Major-General John C. Bates will arrive 
in St. Louis next week to assume command 
of the worthern division of the United 
States army, recently created by order of 
Secretary of War Root. The order will go 
into effect Jan. 15. 


The establishment of this important di- 
vision, headquarters in St. Louis, 18 
largely due to the efforts of the Business 
Men's League. The establishing of the 
headquarters will mean millions of dollars 
to St. Louls’ commercial interests every 
year. 


The Business Men's League conducted its 
campaign very quietly fof the division 
headquarters. When the general staff was 
organized three months ago information 
was received through Washington sources 
that a rearrangement of the army depart- 
ments was probable, The league began its 
efforts, which have been crowned with 
striking success. 

Secretary Saunders of the Business Men's 
League said to a representative of the 

ost-Dispatch: 

“Having the northern division head- 
Quarters means a great deal to St. Louis. 
It will be of untold commercial value to 
the city, aside from the dignity and pres- 
tige, socially and otherwise. 

“Bieretofore not much attention has been 
given to the social side of army life, al- 
though some twenty officers and their fam- 
ilies are stationed here. Now we will have 
a gold braid” circle, embracing some 200 
officers, with ranks ranging from that of 
frst lieutenant to major-general, quite 
enough to form a definite circle and de- 
mand attention. And no douubt they will 
receive a great deal of attention. There 
is always a charm about a uniform and 
gold braid for womankind. 

Headquarters 

in This City 

„The headquarters will be in some one 
of the large office buildings downtown. 
Long before it was definitely decided that 
the headquarters would be located in St 
Louis, the government hal agents here. 
looking for suitable offices. They want a 
suite of some twenty rooms. They have 
been negotiating with several of the large 
bufidings, but as far as I know, nothing 
has been decided upon. 

“The officers will live in private houses, 
perhaps in the West End. The Business 
Men’s League has notified them that the 
league will render them any service that 
they can in finding suitable homes. 

“Gen. Bates is a bachelor of som 60 
years of age, and I suppose he will live 
with his sisters in the West End. I un- 
derstand he has two sisters residing in St. 
Louis. 

“We are now looking for stable room for 
20 horses. I do not know whether this 
means saddle horses or not. 

“The division headquarters will be sone 


rate from the barracks, except that all 


army officers will be under the command 
of Gen. Bates. 

“When it was definitely learned that the 
departments of the lakes, Dakota and Mis- 
souri would be placed under one division 
it was determined to make the fight for 
St. Louis. The establishing of the head- 
quarters in our city, meant that it brought 
us in close touch with the wealth of the 
great lakes, the richest part of the coun- 
try, which would be of material value to 
us. The league prepared maps showing 
the central location relative to the other 
points proposed, its railways and commer- 
cial- facilities and other appealing quali- 
tles. 

“Kansas City, Cincinnati and Chicago 
made a hard and good fight for the head- 
quarterg. 

“T understand Gen. Cullom of Illinois is 
keeping up the fight against us now, but I

The Career of 
Gen. Bates 


When a representative of the Post-Dis- 
patch called at the United States commis- 
sary department to learn of Gen. Bates 
carcer as a soldier, Lieutenant-Colone] A. 
L. Smith, who is a warm personal friend 
and a great admirer of Gen. Bates, said: 

“It is with great reluctancy that I speak 
on this subject. not that there is not much 
to tell, for there are chapters and chapters, 
but I know Gen. Bates to be one of the 
most modest and retiring men in the gerv- 
ice. He dislikes anything that has the 
slightest semblance of flattery. And to tell 
the truth of his career and portray the 
manner of man he is one would have to 


use the most extravagant language. I am 


WI 
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a very great admirer of the general, and 
never tire of telling of him, yet knowing 
him to be adverse to publicity, and being 
unostentatious, I dislike to say anything 
for print. 

“He was born in St. Charles County, Mis- 
souri, in 1842. The last time he was in this 
office he pointed out the location on that 
map. He is the son of the late Edward 
Bates, attorney-general in President Lin- 
coln’s first cabinet. He lived in St. Louis 
during his boyhood days and graduated 
from Washington University. 


“He entered the service May 14, 1861, as 
first lieutenant of the Eleventh United 
States infantry, at the age of 19. When his 
father found that he was determined to 
enter the service he had him appointed in 
the regular army. 

“One year later he was appointed cap- 
tain, May, 1862. He was made major in 
1882. and in 1886 lieutenant-colonel; in 1892 
he was made colonel; on May 4, 1898, he 
was made brigadier-general of the volun- 
teers; on July &, 1898, major-general of the 
volunteers; on Feb. 5, 191, brigadier-gen- 
eral; on July 15, 1902, he was promoted to 
the rank of major-general.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The secretary 
of war approved the recommendation of the 
general staff re-establishing military divis- 
fons in the army. This changes somewhat 
the present boundary lines of the depart- 
ments in the United States. 

In creating the present department of 
the lakes, the Department of Missouri and 
the Department of Dakota, also the state

It is against the constitution of Co- 
lombia to secede or give away or sell any 
part or portion of her territory without the 
consent of the people. Colombia wants 
canal.

JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN, THE MAN 


Joseph Chamberlain, the British man of 
the hour,” presents sharp contrasts to the 
average type of British politician. In this 
he is like Disraeli; it may be an element 


of his strength; at least it gives him a 
notable personality. 

In a land of flanneled fools at the wick- 
ets” Mr. Chamberlain never takes exercise. 
In a land of hereditary wealth and power 
he derives neither from his family. He 
was born in London, the son of a shoe 
manufacturer who dealt in a shop which 
had been in the family nearly 650 years. 

Gladstone and other statesmen were fam- 


ous Scholars. Chamberlain was a poor stu- 


dent in the languages; his uselessness on 
the. playground made him a mediocrity in 
University College school. He has quoted 
Prof. Cook as saying of his class: To at- 
tempt to ‘get into our heads the mysteries 
of algebra was like firing a cannon ball 
into a mountain of mud.” 

Chanborlain was precocious. He went 
to work at 16. He was then quite an actor, 
wrote a one-act farce and acted in it as 
an amateur, according to Mr. 8. H. Jeyes 
in his thick volume upon “Mr. Chamber- 
lain: His Life and Public Career,” which 
has just appeared. But Chamberlain also 
studied, read, improved his mind. 

When he was 18 Chamberlain was sent 
to Birmingham, where John Nettlefold, re- 
lated by marriage to his family, wanted 
help in using some new American machin- 
ery for the making of wood screws. While 
still extremely young for such responsibil- 
ities, Mr. Chamberlain improved the posi- 
tion of the firm by forming a trust, buying 
out and combining several small firms. 

So the man who now plans a retributive 
tariff’ war upon America, and uses the 
trusts as an argument, made much of his 
own great fortune by American machinery 
and as a trust-maker. He was once sharp- 
ly criticised in Parliament for the latter 
activity, but came off in the controversy 
with flying colors. 

Chamberlain is really a Yankee. He 
gained political power as a Radical by in- 
troducing the American caucus system in 
Birmingham. Sent by the Radicals to Par- 
liament he was for years hated and ridi- 
culed by members who had never done a 
stroke of work. 

A typical gentleman of letsure, Chamber- 
lain was not then, is not now; yet a gen- 
tleigan he is. He is always scrupulously 
dressed; the orchid in his buttonhole, the

monocle, are not more characteristic than 
his perfect correctness of attire and man- 
ner. 

Chamberlain earned his first great repu- 
tation as mayor of Birmingham with pow- 
ers such as no American mayor ever en- 
joyed. “Fifty years ago,” he is quoted in 
Mr. Jeyes’ book as saying. the gas and 
the water belonged to private corporations. 
The water was supplied on three days in 
the week: on other days you must either 
go without, or you must take advantage of 
the perambulating carts which supplied 
water from polluted wells at 10s. ($2.30) the 
thousand gullons. The annual mortality in 
Birmingham in 1848 was 30 in the thou- 
sand: it is row 20 in the thousand. The only 
worder is that it was not much «reater. 
Scarcely anything had been done either 
for the instruction, or for the nealth, or for 
the recreation, or for the comfort, or for 
the convenience of the artisan population.” 

Chamberlain took over the gas and water 
franchises, tore down the worst slum and 
built the beautiful Corporation street in its 
stead, and led the way in that policy of 
municipal activity which has had such 
momentous results. 

Very real was Chamberlain's youthful 
Radicalism. On the fall of Napoleon the 
Little he congratulated oben ti te wat 
i ot rid of a system “foun on m 
— pes continued in fraud” which had 
„perished in corruption.“ 

‘When Chamberlain went into the board 
of trade his practical mind was struck by 
the fact that over 2000 British seamen per- 
ished at sea yearly. One im every 60 died 
in the ships each year. Chamberlain 
worked with Plimsoll to stop overloading 
and overinsuring. 

Chamberlain makes frequent sensations 
in diplomacy by saying what he means. 
The late Lord Salisbury’s “amazing indis- 
cretions’ indicated a similar peculiarity; 
but aristocracy forgave Salisbury for what 
in Chamberlain it condemns. Salisbury was 
“one of them. Aristocracy, when it dares, 
still repeats Disraell’s famous remark 
‘when the young Radical made his first 
speech in the House. “From Brummagem, 
is he?” drawled the veteran of many 
fights. “Well, he looks—Brummagem!"’

Hanger’s husband. Mathilda Cunningham 
was born in Little Rock in 1826—six years 
after her father came from Philadelphia to 
help found the town. The fame of her 
beauty was known in all southern cities. 
Her portrait was painted with the rose 
shawl about her shoulders and wearing the 
turquolse jewels. She died in war times 
but her portrait still hangs on the walls of 
the Hanger home in Little Rock.

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Greatest Names in American 
Turf HHistery Are Among 
Nominators of Entries to 
World's Fair Handicap to 
lo Be Run Here Next Year. 


The peers of the American turf will all 
race horses in the great World's Fair han- 
dicap, to be run in St. Louis in June, 1904. 


Among the most prominent owners who will 
be represented are W. C. Whitney, Harry 
Payne Whitney, J. E. Madden, W. C. Daly, 
John A. Drake, Green Morris, J. B. Hag- 
gin, the nestor of the turf, and E. E. 
Smathers, owner of the great McChesney. 
W. C. Whitney is generally regarded as 
the foremost turfman of today. He has 
more horses in training during the racing 
season than any other man in America. 
Besides this he owns a large stud farm 
in Kentucky where 10 stallions and about 
75 brood mares are quartered. At the head 
of this stud is the great horse Hamburg. 
the mightiest of the sons of Hanover. He 
has also training grounds in North Caro- 
lina, Long Island and Sheepshead Bay. 
He is the principal owner of the famous 
racetrack at Saratoga, which he supports 
with a lavish expenditure, 

One of the biggest items in Mr. Whitney’s 
expense account ig his outlay for entrance 
fees, which reaches to about $50,000. 

‘Hts jockeys are the best paid on the 
American turf, Redfern receiving $27,000 
for his services in 183 and “Tommy” 
Burns $10,000. His trainer, John W. Rog- 
ers, comes in for the liberal stipend of .- 
000. Mr. Whitney’s total expenses on the 
turf in 1903 were $160,000 and as he only 
woh $100,000 he had a balance of $60,000 on 
the wrong side of the ledger. To this must 
ke added $200,000 which he ts said to have 
lost in betting operations at Saratoga. 
Mr. Whitney has entered Narcissus and 
Mercury. 


J. B. Haggin, the 


Nestor of the Turf. 

J. B. Haggin, the Nestor of the American 
turf, owns more thoroughbreds than any 
man in the world. When the gold fever of 
1849 was at its height in California and 
Nevada Haggin was a famillar figure and 
an important personage in the mining 
world. He was a lawyer by profession, 
and with his natural shrewdness and fore- 
sight accumulated a large fortune. This, 
was increased tenfold by his mining opera- 
tions in Montana, where he was interested 
with the late Marcus Daly in the Ana- 
conda mines. 

Mr. Haggin is now about 90 years old, but 
still takes an active interest in the turf.

Mr. Haggin is fortunate in having as his 
general superintendent one of the best- 
posted men on pedigrees in the world. He 
is John Mackay, a big, witty Irishman, 
who knows the history of every stallion 
and broodmare of any consequence in the 
country. 

Mr. Haggin will pay $750 to enter Water- 
boy when the stake is reopened Feb. 1.

W. C. Daly of Hartford, Conn., better 
known by the soubriquet of Father Bill.“ 

For the past 2% years “gather Bill!“ has 
deen a famous character in sporting oir- 
clea. To Daly belongs the credit of devel- 
coping the two best jockeys this country 
ever produced, Jimmie“ McLaughlin and 
“Snapper” Garrison. 

Daly broke“ into the racing game with 


000 this year, and as his expenses are light 
he had a profitable season. One of his 
fortes is in developing young jockeys and 
selling their contracts to wealthy horse- 
men, like Whitney and Belmont and Keene. 
Father Bill’s’’ stable is generally made up 
of the cast-offs of other racing firma, and 


those he gets in “selling’’ races. He is a 
natural veterinarian, and patches together 
the cripples and broken-down horses which 


other owners have discarded. These he 
manages to secure for a mere trifle. 

Mr. Daly’s entry is not yet announced, 
but it is said that he will also name one 
of his thoroughbreds when the stake is re- 
cpened. 

The most successful man in the turf 
world in recent years is John E. Madden 
of Kentucky, known as The Wizard.“ 
During the last 10 years Madden has made 
a million dollars on his turf operations. 
His méthod is to breed race horses, develop 
their speed and then sell them at a fancy 
price to some rich man.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 19.— The begin- 
ning of what promises to be a great four- 
cornered fight for the so-called feather- 
weight championship will be started here 
Deg.

The “Dope” Only

8. Steel preferred showed a firm tone 
on the better feeling regarding the 
trade outlook. Opinions on the outlook 
in these two metal trades are inclined 
to react upon each other. There was a 
repetition of yesterday’s attack on Rock 
Island and of the rumors of a coming 
equipment bond issue to which that at- 
tack was due. The coalers were notably 
strong. especially the high-priced stocks 
in. the group. The foreign markets 
showed in rather pronounced form a 
recrudescence of the fears of war be- 
tween Russia and Japan. A rumor 
found circulation that Russia was seek- 
ing a war loan in Paris and that New 
York bankers had been approached to 
participate in the loan. 
A continuance for any length of time of 
the recent course of our foreign trade 
would offer a possibility of some American 
investment in foreign governments’ se- 
but the questino of the volume 
of demands for railroad borrowings wait- 
ing to be satisfied by our money market is 
for prior decision.

SHEDS TEARS OVER LINCOLN 


Learns for First Time of Big Cities in 
United States and Same Thing 
About Our Characteristics 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Dec. 19.—William N. Ellis has 
arrived in London from Abyssinia and will 
sail for the United States in ten days. Upon 
his arrival there ha will proceed direct to 
Washington and deliver to the department 
of state a letter from Emperor Menelik 
welcoming the Americans to Abyssinia “in 
peace, without fear.” Mr. Ellis said that 
Robert P. Skinner, the American consul | 
general at Marseilies, who is now on his 
return from Abyseinla, would report the ne- 
gotiation of a treaty with Menelik Will be 


an easy matter. 

The emperor is anxious to establish busl- 
ness relations with the United States. Men- 
elik extended a cordial welcome to Mr. 
Ellis upon his arrival at Addis Abbaba, the 
Abyssinian capital. He alloted a palace for 
him as his residence, and during his stay 
Mr. Ellis was granted twenty audiences, 
He found Menelik alert, intelligent and 
conversant with European affairs. 

Menelik's knowledge of America, how- 
ever, is deficient. He was much in- 
terested in Mr. Ellis’ narrative concern- 
ing American affairs, especially the de- 
velopment of the colored race from 
slaves to the status of whites. Upon 
hearing of Lincoln’s liberation of the 
slaves tears came into his eyes and he 
insisted that the story be told him a 
second time, exclaiming, “What a great 

an Se 


man. 

Menelik explained that he is abolish- 
in@ slavery gradually. He said: 

9 cannot do as Lincoln did. It would 
upset things too much. But I have de- 
creed that while those present slaves 
shall remain such, their children shall 
be free. Thus slavery will disappear."’ 

What above all impressed Menelik fa- 
vorably, said Mr. Ellis, was the attitude 
of the Americans. They do not seek 
territory in Abyssinia. On this subject 
the emperor said: 

“Other nations come to Africa like sons 
to their father, saying, ‘Father, are you 
going to make a will and leave us 
something??? He added that America 
alone was without land in Africa and 
wanted none. She cnly wanted liberty 
for trade. 

Menelik and his chiefs were keenly inter- 
sted in photographs of Roosevelt and views 
of New York and Washington. These pic- 
tures they retained as prized treasures, 
though it is not to be su sed that photo- 
graphs are anything new in Abyssinia. 

Mr. Ellis is emphatic in declaring that 
there is nothing to suggest barbarism at 
Menelik’s court. The Emperor wears Eu- 
ropean clothes and a felt t of American 
shape. The Empress and court women are 
dressed after Paris models. The ace is 
a comfortable frame building of Swiss ar- 
chitecture. It has baths and other modern 
conveniences, and furniture of Louis XVI 
period predominant. 
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PRESIDENT. WINS 


Roosevelt Is the Fifth of Our Vice- 
Presidents to Be Promoted to 
the Presidency. 


PREDECESSORS NOT ELECTED 


Neither Tyler, Fillmore, Johnson Nor 
Arthur Succeeded Himself in 
the High Office. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Five Vice- 
Presidents of the United States have suc- 
ceeded to the presidency by the death of 
the chief executive. They were: John 
Tyler of Virginia, who succeeded William 
Henry Harrison; Millard Fillmore of New 
York, who succeeded Zachary Taylor; An- 
drew Johnson, who succeeded Abraham 
Lincoln; Chester A. Arthur, who succeeded 
James A. Garfield, and Tieodore Roosevelt, 
who succeeded William McKinley. 

Four of these strove to dominate their 
party and failed. The fifth is now before 
the public. Of the four who preceded him 
all were ambitious to be elected President, 
but only two succeeded in getting their 
names placed before the national conven- 
tion, and then only to be defeated. Tyler, 
Fillmore and Johnson betrayed and divided 
their party. With the exception of John- 
son all succeeded in turning the govern- 
ment over to the oppositivn. 

Thus it is a historic truth than an “ac- 
cidental President“ has never been elected 
President of the United States. It will be 
interesting to consider the reasons why. 


Tyler Not Renominated. 

Juhn Tyler of Virginia had been a rep- 
resentative in Congress, twice governor of 
Virginia, a member of the United States 
Senate and president pro tempore of that 
body. He was a Whig of the extreme Cal- 
houn school. He had opposed Henry Clay 
on the tariff, hut had voted for the com- 
promise of 1853. He had been opposed to 
the establishnint of the United States 
Bank, and had voted for a resolution of 
censure on President Jackson for remov- 
i the deposits on constitutional grounds. 

He had run for Vice-President on the 
Whig ticket in 1836 and been defeated, re- 
82 47 votes. To reconcile all — — 
the higs named him for Vice-President 
in 1840 on the “Tippecanoe and Tyler, too,“ 
ticket, and he succeeded to the presidenc 
on the death of President Harrison in 184 

Tyler began almost at once to oppose the 
Whigs and started his administration on 
democratic lines. Nominally ae was the 
Whig leader. Actually he was antagonistic 
to the Whigs. Henry Clay, quick to seize 
an opportunity, forced a quarrel on the 
President. ‘ler accepted the gage of bat- 
tle. The Whigs controlled Congress, bu 
the majority was not large enough to pass 
bills over the President's veto. 

When the con ssional elections came in 
1842 the effect the division of the party 
wus shown in the ballots. Democrats 
won control of the House of Representa- 
tives. But Tyler’s political star had set. 
The Whigs nominated Henry Clay for Pres- 
ident by acclamation, at Baltimore. The 
Democrats did not think of Tyler in con- 
rection with the nomination, and chose 
James K. Polk, who swept the country. 
Millard Fillmore. - 

Millard Fillmore was elected vice-presi- 
dent in 1848, when Gen. Zachary Taylor, re- 
turning from the Mexican war, where he 
felt he had been treated shabbily by the 
Democratic party. was enabled by the 
Whi to appeal to the country. 

Fillmore succeeded to the presidency with 
a successful career behind him, having 
been a representative in Congress, control- 
ler of the state of New York and the can- 
didate of his party for the governorship. 

As president the wreck of his career came 
with the signing of the fugitive slave law 
and the taking of steps to enforce it. 
While no one questioned the sincerity of 
his motives, the temporiging with slavery 
inflamed the country. His authority was 
defied by mobs, and the feeling ran so high 
that he was regarded as a failure long 
before the end of his term. 

President Fillmore was a man of great 
force, much moral courage and breadth 
of view, but, despite his dispatch of an 
armed force to protect New Mexico in the 
settlement of the Texas boundary, his 
checking at the Lopez n expedi- 
tion to Cuba, his sending of Perry to 
Japan, Rin Id to China seas, Lynch to 
Africa and Bowden and Gibbon to explore 
the Amazon, the citizens failed to see a 
broad man in Fillmore and only remem- 
bered what had happened at home. 

When the Whig convention met in Balti- 
more Fillmore was the leading candidate 
for the presidency, being opposed by Gen. 
Winfield Scott of New Jersey and Daniel 
Webster. 

It was necessary to have 147 votes to be 
nominated. Fillmore never got more than 
133 during the 53 ballots. Scott was nomi- 
nated. receiving votes from both Fillmore 
and Webster. e became the candidate of 
the Know Nothing party in 1856 and car- 
ried one state—Maryland. 


Andrew Johnson. 

Andrew Johnson became Vice-President 
of the United States as a matter of polit- 
feal expediency. He had been chosen to 


catch the votes of the war Democrats. He 
had been governor of Tennessee and United 
States senator. He stood for the union, 
supported President Lian and denounced 
secession. He returned to his state from 
Washington and. risking assassination, or- 
ganized the Union party 

Lincoln appointed him 
of Tennessee, and Johnson was regarded 
as an energetic, brave and loyal man. 
When Johnson became President, after the 
assassination of President Lincoln, he de- 
nounced, in one of his first utterances, the 
obstructions that were being placed in the 
way of the government an eclared that 
‘treason is a crime that must be pun- 


ished.”’

alatm. Vagrancy laws and other meas- 
ures adopted in these states made it prac- 
tically certain that slavery would be con-

He suspended that man of iron, Secre- 
tary of War Stanton, and quarreled with 
his cabinet. When Congress met it 
thwarted him at every turn and he in turn 
thwarted Congress. He vetoed bill after 
bill and the situation became-intolerable. 
In the summer of 1886 Johnson made a 
tour of the North and West. He appealed 
to the country to support him, denounced 
Congress as rebellious, and in every way 
endeavored to make good the stand he had 
taken.

Seven times aid Payne lead his devoted 
followers into Oklahoma and as many times 
was seized with his men bv 'nited States 
soldiers, often placed in chains and ‘in 
jails, from which they wou'd be libe ated 
by habeas corpus actions, no law being 
found by the courts for thelr detention, 
as there was nothing on the statute books 
making it a crime to go upon public lands. 
Even while waiting in pr'son the p'ans 
would be made for the next invasion of the 
disputed territory. 


The pathetic side of the struggle for the 
opening of the new country came with the 
sudden death of Capt. Payne gt Welling- 
ton just as he had reached the point where 
he could view the promised land. His 
every contention had been vindicated by 
the United States courts, and it only re- 
mained for congressional action to open the 
country and even then that action was as- 
sured. 


The press of the entire country was con- 
gratulating the boomer leader upon His suc- 
cess when almost immevtiately came the an- 
nouncement of his death. On Nev. 28. 1884. 
while at breakfast in the Bernard Hotel at 
Wellington Capt. Payne was seized with an 
attack of heart failure and expired before 
medical aid could reach him. 


There was a streak of romance in the life 
of Payne. and such a life would not be 
complete without it. According to Capt. 
Frank McCammon of this city, who was 
with Payne on those seven memorable 
trips into Oklahoma, the boomer was en 
route to the home of a friend for the pur- 
pose of marrying a sweetheart of many 
years when he died at Wellington. 

The marriage ceremony had been post- 
poned from time to time until Payne was 
assured of winning his life’s fight for the 
opening of Oklahoma to settlement, and 
even the privilege of claiming his bride was 
not to be for him.

Albert F. Sheldon of Chicago addressed a 
number of St. Louis salesmen at the Plant- 
ersr’ Hotel Saturday evening on the subject, 
‘The Psychology of Salesmanship.”” Mr. 
Sheldon is organizing clubs among the 
salesmen in all the larger cities througnh- 
out the country for a course of scientific 
study in the “art of selling.“ 

As is implied in the subject of his lec- 
ture Mr. Sheldon attempts to reduce t 


- 


chiefly the influence of the personal mag- 
netism of the salesman on the customer. 
Mr. Sheldon talked chiefly on this point, 
his theory being that personal magnetism 
is largely a matter of.cultivation. 
Salesmanship is a profession, a practical 
profession. It is as much a profession as 
law, medicine or journalism, and we who 
follow should be just as proud of it as 
are the followers of other prolessions. 
“But we must realize that as a profes- 
sion salesmanship requires study. In this 
age ‘of keen competition the successful 
salesman is the one who has a acientific 
knowledge of his business. Selling is an 
art, and back of every art is a science. 
„The science of salesmanship is the or- 
ganized knowledge underlying the art of 
selling.“ f 


Must Overcome a 
Man's Judgment. 


Along this line Mr. Sheldon went into a 
brief discussion of general ps chology; ap- 
plying it to his subject “In t at, he said, 
in order to make successful sales we 
must not only appeal to and overcome a 
man’s judgment pee 1 net hy must 
influence his su nscious ö mo- 
tional or sentimenfal side. And that is the 
psychology of salesmanship. 

“I hope that all of you realize the value 
of character in salesmanship, An 
character. It is the central 
force of manhood born of the combined 
mental, moral and physical qualities which 
gives us the power to influence others. 


it is the development of those 4 
qualities of power of recollection, of physi- 
cal health, of judgment, of intuition, of 
honesty, which gives us character and mag- 


netic force. 

‘We must analyze ourselves and be hon- 
est with ourselves. Do not be guilty of the 
sin of self-justification. If we find weak 
points we must acknowledge it and de- 
velop them. Character is the foundation 
of all success and our characters we can 
develop.

He prescribes poses, and it takes a 
doetor of photography to do that, 
whether the colleges say so or not. 

James J. Hannerty is the idea man of 
St. Louis. He makes ideas. 

He has a large stock of crude ideas 
constantly on hand, in an invisible ware 
house, and finishes and polishes them 
off as there is demand for them or he 


—an make use of them in furtherance 


of projects with which he is identified. 
His ideas are photographic and artis- 


tie, but he is no photographer and no 


artist. At least he cannot take a pic- 
ture with a camera and develop it and 
print it, and he cannot draw or paint. 
But he is both photographer and artist 
in the creative zone of photography and 
art. 
He makes the ideas and the photog- 
raphor and the artist do the rest. 

He tells the photographer how he 
wants the photograph taken and tells 
the artist how he wants the picture 
drawn. 

The photographer and the artist do 
the work, but— 

Hannerty makes the idea.

about which to write something. That meant 
that they had to do some thinking, and it also 
meant that out of Hannerty’s thinking would 
come at least one idea, and perhaps two or 
three. 

The teacher would read what the students 
had written. When he came to Hannerty’s 
contribution to the symposium, he was wont 
to say: 

“Well, here is ffannerty’s. I don't know how 
bad it is, but it is certain to be something 
new.” ä 

And it always was something new. 

He seemed to have been born with an un- 
governable bent for putting a new kink into 
every old thing he thought about. He had a 
way of getting around to one side of a subject 
and taking a slant-wise view of it, different 
from the view which anybody else got. 

He has been at it ever since. 

For a long time Hannerty’s ideas did not 
atiract particular attention outside of the cir- 
cle of his acquaintances. They did not sus 
pect that he was carrying an idea mine around 
under his hat. They knew that his mental 
grasp was comprehensive and that he had a tell- 


ing way of condensing a good deal into a sen- 


tence, but they did not consider him « walking 
idea mill. 

At last natural bent, ripe experience and 
mental discipline combined began to produce the 
results which gave Hannerty his unique reputa- 
tion as the St. Louis idea man. 

Once there was a spellbinder and he had been 


tell more of a story than it usually did. He 
recognized that St. Louis had photographers as 
good as any in the country and that they posed 
their patrons in a manner that admitted of no 
criticism, but none of them seemed to have 
hit upon the idea of so posing their subjects 
as to present an idea in a striking way. 

Hannerty had been doing something along 
that Tine. He decided to concentrate on that 
and try to say something good. Very soon 
after that Hannerty ideas began to pop out of 
nearly every printed page and Hannerty ideas 
have been making a unique reputation for 
Hannerty ever since. 

In photographer Murillo he found a man who 
was disposed to aid and abet him in his pur- 
pose. and between them they began to grind out 
“Hannerty ideas,” which publications were 
sager to reproduce. a | 

Utilizing stage and local people he posed 
them before the camera of Murillo. The photo- 
graphs which resulted were unique in their 
graphic symbolism. 

Every picture told its story. It was not pos- 
sible to misapprehénd its meaning. It struck 
home. It was satisfying in the completeness 
of its suggestion. 

The Hannerty ideas had an atmosphere of 
their own, by which they could be identified 
without the familiar trade-mark, “A Hannerty 
Idea.” 

Every day Hannerty had a new idea and 
some doys he had several. These took the form 
of a singularly vivid mental picture of a sym- 


the picture to tell. 

Then, when the photographer had the idea 
and the persons who were to pose had absorbed 
the spirit of the thing, the pose was arranged 
by Hannerty and the picture was taken. : 

To the completed picture was appended an 
epigram or telling caption, which pinned down 
to a focus the idea whieh the picture was in- 
tended to convey , the caption supplement- 
ing the picture and the pioture measuring up to 
to the caption, together the desired clear and 
convincing effect was obtained. 

He cbuld no more handle a camera than he 
could handle a gatling gun. The thing was a 
mystery to him. He hada f that he could 
not do anything with it and he did not try, He 
was content to think the picture and let the 
photcgrapher make the picture. 

It was the same with drawing and painting. 
He could not draw a straight. line and he could 
not have painted anything resembling a picture 
to save his precious life. 

Hie had the soul of am artist, but not the 
artist’s skill. 

By and by, it was not possible for him to al- 
ways be on hand to personally look after the 
poses he had conceived. Then he.took to writ- 
ing prescriptions for poses. His written pre- 
scriptions were as clear as his spoken directions 
and there was no impairment of the pictures 


which resulted. 

From writing directions for symbolic poses it 
wan only a step to prescribing photographs for 
individuals.

Mrs. Sara Weiss Claims.

Visits to the Martians by 
Soul Flight and Tells 
What She Saw in the 
Star - World. | 


ST., LOUIS woman now 
comes forth and 
claims to. have vis- 
ited the planet Mars 
and she has written 
a book telling the 

world what she saw there. 

The woman is Mrs. Sara Weiss of 
4326 Cook avenue, though she was 
known during her sojounrn in Mars as 
Gentola, and the title of her volume of 
Martian travels is ‘‘Journeys to the 
Planet Mars. The book has just been 
published by the Bradford Press of 
New York City. , 

Accompanying Mrs. Weiss in her voy- 
age through the planetary spaces from 
earth to Mars, she asserts, were: the. dis- 
embodied spirits ot Louis Agassiz, Alex- 
ander von Humboldt and George 
Brooks, the world-famous ° scientists, 
and Carl de |’Ester, spirit ‘counsellor 
and guide to Mrs. Weiss, at whose soli- 
citation she made the marvelous jour- 
ney. 

HE 


start on the flight from earth to 
Mars was made from Mrs.’ Weiss’ 
home on Cook avenue in St. Louis at 
Y o’ciock on the morning of Oct. 6, 1892. Agas- 
siz, Von Humboldt, Brooks and De -!’Ester met 
by appointment at 4326 Cook avenue, where 
Mrs. Weiss awaited them, and ‘she says they 
set off without loss of time. George Brooks 
kindly permitted Mrs. Weiss to rest upon ‘his 
outstretched arms, as he was a better flyer 
than she. 

Tne visit to Mars was so successful, and, so 
rich in discoveries of scientific and other na- 
ture, that it was several times repeated. dur- 
ing the period extending from Oct. 6, 1892, to 
Sept. 16, 1894. 

Mrs. Weiss states that she was enabled to 
travel to Mars in company with these dis- 
embodied spirits by reason of a rare phase of 
mediumship that made it possible for her spirit 
friends and instructors to use her as a means 
through whom earth’s peoples should obtain a 
closer acquaintance with Mars, which is knowu 
to the Martians as Ento, signifying “chosen, or 
set apart.” It is, she says, a happy planet, 
filled with love, and the spirit bands that fre- 
uent it are called in planetary language, Evon- 
thia, which means “for love’s sake. They desig- 
nate earth as “the sorrowful star.” 

So many wonderful things were seen on Mars 
by Mrs. Weiss that her book containing an 
account of them causes Camille Flammarion’s 
astronomical romances to shrink into pale in- 
significance by comparison. She was fortunate 
in having such souls as Agassiz, Vion Humboldt 
and George Brooks as companions, because they 
led her to a scientific comprehension of, What 
sho saw. 

She also encountered Giordano ahaa, 
great Italian excommunicado, who Was Lin- 
marty useful in explaining things.

At no time can two trains be in the same 
protected section. A collision between two 
trains therefore is impossible, and even if 
one of the wires should be broken or if 
from any cause the current should be 
stopped, it would only cause a delay in the 
passing of the trains, but still avert eol- 
lisions. 

The disposition can be in such a manner 
that all the blocks and opens can be done 
automatically by the trains without the co- 
operation of any person.
